H arrisburg, May 11.—T he E astern 
express of the Pennsylv ania railroad, 
going west, ran into 
an 
easlbound 
freight train a t 1:10 o’clock this m orn­ 
ing in South H arrisburg. 
Two cars 
of the freight were loaded with dyna­ 
m ite and three terrific explosions fol­ 
lowed. 
Both trains were piled in a 
m ass of wreckage, which im m ediately 
took fire, and many sm aller explosions 
followed. 
It is estim ated th at 50 are 
dead and 100 injured. Definite figures 
cannot be had a t this hour, as the 
blazing mass is unapproachable aad 
m any people are pinned in the debris. 
It is impossible to ascertain the ex­ 
act num ber of fatalities because of the 
wreckage is still a blazing and unap­ 
proachable m ass, in which many of 
the passengers and mem bers of the 
train crews are pinned. It was impos­ 
sible to go within 300 yards of the fire, 
many small explosions occurring con­ 
tinuously. 
Xf’here the first explosions occurred 
human bodies were throw n clear out 
of the berths in sleeping cars, many 
landing down the railroad em bankm ent 
and some ev en hav ing been hurled into 
the Susquehanna riv er. 
All the physicians of the city pro­ 
curable were summoned to work with 
the injured. 
A fire alarm was sounded and the 
firemen arriv ed to 
find them selv es 
practically heOpless in the work of 
rescue. 
The police patrol was comm issioned 
as an ambulance. 
As many of the in­ 
jured as possible were loaded into it 
and one trip taken to the H arrisburg 
hospital, whose capacity soon became 
threatened because of the unprece-; 
dented num ber th at w ere brought 
\y. 
A special train was made up uiid 
brought the injured and dying to /h e 
Union station. 
Many of the u/for- 
tunates were taken into priv ate honises. 
Immediately after the wreck / l l the 
passengers who could ran fr/m the 
scenes of horror to safety ffom the 
incessant small explosions.

THEY WANT TROOPS KEPT AWAY 


Mr. 
Roosev elt Takes Ex ceptions to 


Language Used in Their Petition 


and Say s Order Must Be Maintained 


and the Law Enforced. 


Chicago, May 11.—A strongly worded 
protest against the sending of federal 
troops to Chicago was submitted to 
President Roosev elt. 
The protest is 
signed by C. P. Shea, president of the 
International Brotherhood of 
Team­ 
sters; Charles Dold, president of the 
Chicago Federation of Labor, and by 
other labor leaders. 
Charging that the employers hav e 
repeatedly spurned the request of the 
labor leaders for arbitration, the pro­ 
test declares the employers openly 
boasted that federal troops would back 
up the employers’ side of the contro­ 
v ersy. 
“Peace.” says the protest of 
the labor leaders, "rests not upon the 
militia or the army, but upon the pa­ 
tience and long-suffering of the toiling 
mass. 
Can a few soldiers scare the 
men who mak e the armies and who 
compose the flower of American man 
hood?” 
Declaring that the work ers will abide 
by the decision of an arbitrator, ev en 
should that decision fail to be all that 
might be hoped for. the appeal to the 
president closes with the request that 
he consider all the facts in the case 
before he permits any abuse of federal 
power in complying with a request 
for troops. 
The members of 
the 
committee, 
President 
Roosev elt 
and 
Secretary 
Loeb were the only persons at the 
conference. 
The following account of 
what passed in the room was giv en 
out by Secretary l^oeb: 
After presenting the protest to the 
president Mr. Shea, acting as spok es­ 
man. said: 
Roosev elt Reads the Petition. 
‘‘We are here as a committee to 
present to you a statem ent of our po­ 
sition in this controv ersy between the 
employers’ association and the team ­ 
sters' association. 
We hav e under­ 
stood that they ask ed your aid for 
bringing 
troops 
into Chicago. 
We 
want to present our position to you.” 
.Mr. Quinn said: “It will tak e about 
10 minutes to read, perhaps we had 
better leav e it with you.” 
The president said that, he would 
read it at once, and after doing so 
said: 
”1 hav e read the petition you 
hav e presented to me, the conclusion 
of which is a request for a hearing be­ 
fore any action be tak en by the fed­ 
eral president relating to the Chicago 
strik e situation. As yet no suggestion 
of any k ind has come to me from any 
source that 1 should tak e any action. 
Of the merits of the case 1 am wholly 
ignorant. 
I hav e no k nowledge of 
what the situation is or what steps 
should properly be tak en to end it. 
I 
feel, howev er, that in v iew of one 
statement, or series of statements, in 
your letter I ought to say this: 
I re­ 
gret that you should in the letter hav e 
spok en at all of the use of the federal 
army as you hav e there spok en. 
No 
request has been made to me for ac­ 
tion by the federal gov ernment, but at 
the same time, Mr. Shea, as you hav e 
in this communication to me brought 
up that fact, I want to say one thing 
with all the emphasis in my power. In 
upholdingJaw and order, in doing what 
he is able to do to suppress mob v io­ 
lence in any shape or way. the mayor 
of Chicago. Mayor Dunne, 
has 
my 
hearty support. 
I am glad to be able 
to say this to you gentlemen before 
I 
say it to any other body. 
Indorses May or Dunne’s Acts. 
‘‘Now let nte repeat that I k now 
nothing of the facts of the situation. 
1 k now nothing of the rights or wrongs 
of the points at issue. What I hav e to 
say is based purely upon what 
I re­ 
gard as the unfortunate phrasing of a 
letter presented to the president of the 
United States. 
I hav e not been called 
upon to interfere in any way, but you 
must not misunderstand my attitude. 
In ev ery effort of Mayor Dunne to pre­ 
v ent v iolence by mobs or indiv iduals, 
to see that the laws are obeyed and 
that order is preserv ed, he has the 
hearty support of the president of the 
United States, and In my Judgment he 
should hav e that of ev ery good citizen 
of the United States. 
Now, gentle­ 
men, it has been a great pleasure to 
see you, and I am glad to hav e had the 
chañ e? to Sky this to you. 
‘‘I am a believ er in unions. I am an 
honorary member of one union. 
But 
the imion must obey the law just as 
the corporation must obey the law, 
just 
ev ery man, rich or poor, must 
obey the law. 
As yet no action has 
teen called for by me and most cer­ 
tainly if action is called for by me 1 
shall try to do exact justice under the 
law to ev ery man, so far as I hav e 
power. 
But the first essential is the 
preserv ation of law and order, the sup­ 
pression of v iolence by mobs or indi­ 
v iduals.” 
This closed the Interv iew and the 
committee withdrew. It was generally 
understood by both sides to the strike 
that there would be no disturbances 
while President Roosev elt was in the 
city . Notwithstanding this tacit agree­ 
ment, there were a number of out­ 
breaks, one of them taking 
place in 
Michigan av enue, a short time after 
President Roosev elt bad passed the 
spot. 
In this riot a number of men 
were cut end shot.

FRANCE ACTS TARDILY. 


Notifies Russian Squadrons to Stay 
Out of Her Waters. 
Paris. May 15. 
Orders hav e been 
sent to the civ il and nav al authorities 
in French Indo-China not to permit 
the junction within French waters of 
the Russian nav al forces under Ad­ 
miral Rojestv ensk y and Rear Admiral 
Nebogatoff 
Instructions 
hav e 
also 
been sent to Admiral De Jonquieres, 
the French nav al commander, to see 
that Rojestv ensk y fully observ es the 
promise he has already giv en to leav e 
French waters. These orders resulted 
from the receipt of a detailed dispatch 
giv ing an account of Admiral De Jon- 
quieres's meeting with Rojestv ensk y. 
The dispatch says the Russian squad­ 
ron rnade a four-day cruiSe on the 
high sea outside the three-mile limit 
and then returned last Saturday, an 
choring at Hunghai bay, coast of An­ 
na m, to tak e on prov isions and fresh 
water. 
When Admiral de Jonquieres 
was informed of the Russians' return 
he proceeded to Kongk ai and request 
ed Admiral Rojestv ensk y to immedi­ 
ately withdraw outside territorial wa­ 
ters. 
The Russian admiral told De 
Jonquieres that he Intended to leav e 
his anchorage and tak e to the open 
sea. 
He also Informed De Jonquieres 
that in his communications with the 
land he had not v iolated any of the 
neutrality regulations and that the 
stops of the Russian squadron along 
the Indo-China coast were for the pur­ 
pose of resting the crews. 
The Rus­ 
sian admiral said he would depart the 
following day. 
The French admiral then returned 
from Kongk ai to adv ise the French 
gov ernment of the result of the inter­ 
v iew. 
He returned to Kohgk al to see 
whether Rojestv ensk y's promise to go 
to sea had been carried out and found 
the Russian warships still at their an­ 
chorage but preparing to depart. 
Ad 
miral Rojestv ensk y assured him that 
the entire squadron would leav e dur 
ing the night.

New York , May I".- The man who 
was arrested In Stroudsburg, l’a . un­ 
der the nam e of William Daly is 
charged with the larceny of $27,000 
from the Equitable Life Assurance so 
ciety in this city by the use of a forged 
signature of a 
holder of a $ 5u,000 
policy atul by conspiracy with an em­ 
ploye of the Equitable society. 
Daly's 
name is said by 
detectiv es 
to 
be 
Samuel l/obley. but he is alleged to 
hav e operated under the aliases of Ed­ 
wards, 
Robert 
C. 
Henderson 
and 
Father Smith. 
In a statem ent issued by officials of 
the Equitable society it was explained 
that William C. Cotton of Brook line, 
Mass.. is the owner of a $50,000 policy 
in the Equitable society. 
In March, 
19 04, he borrowed $27,000 on it, depos­ 
iting it with the society as a security 
for the loan. 
A few months later the 
officials say, the jxdicy was stolen from 
the v aults of the society by a trusted 
employe work ing in conjunction with 
Ixjbley. the book s of the society con­ 
taining a record of the prev ious loan 
were altered and Cotton s name was 
forged to an application for a loan of 
$27,(» 00. 
The second loan was made, 
it is dec’ared. to Lobley. 
Last January, the officials say, the 
operation was repeated in part and a 
third loan would hav e been made if 
the paying teller of a bank had not 
held up (in the Equitable society’s 
check , suspecting that something was 
wr<« ig and insisting upon identifica­ 
tion. 
Lobley, alleged to hav e been 
the holder of the check , disappeared, 
lie was found by detectiv es liv ing in 
a small hotel at Spraguev ille. Pa., near 
St roudsburg. 
The name of his alleged confederate 
in the employ of the Equitable society 
has not been made public. 
Detectiv es 
will go to Pennsylv ania after Lobley 
as soon as extradition papers are pre­ 
pared. 


Poor Oil Driller Becomes Wealthy in 
Single Moment. 
Butler, Pa.. May It?.—The best pro­ 
ducing oil well in America is spouting 
out petroleum at the rate of 2,400 bar 
rels a day on the Dr. O. K. Waldron 
farm about one mile west of Butler. 
Coal Oil Johnny’s sudden leap from 
pov erty to wealth is repeated in the 
case of “Spotty” McBride 
formerly a 
street v endor, today a rich man 
The gusher is ha.f a mile west of 
Dr. Waldron’s homestead on a tract 
formerly owned by the Ehmer heirs. 
It is an old gasser drilled down from 
the 100-foot to the fourth sand. 
Last 
Thursdav 
Isaac McBride, familiarly 
k nown throughout the oil region as 
“Spotty," put the drill into the fourth 
sand. 
Long experience told him something 
extra good was at the bottom of the 
hole and the well was quietly shut 
down and none but the owners k new 
of their good fortune. 
In the mean­ 
time they had gathered up a few of the 
most promising leases in the immedi­ 
ate v icinity. 
When the well was drilled deeper 
into the sand it began Mowing at the 
rate uf 4n barrels an hour. 
A 250-bar­ 
rel tank was soon filled and the well 
was then shut down. 
Another 250- 
barrel tank , which 
had 
been com­ 
menced, was hastily completed and 
the oil turned on again. 
Reports say 
this tank was filled in but little more 
than an hour. 
The well then settled 
down to 100 barrels an hour, accord­ 
ing to the estimates of the most con­ 
serv ativ e and experienced oil men who 
v isited it. 
Three two-inch pipes are 
•pouring out the golden fluid, which is 
•being wasted. 
The 
owners 
are 
Isaac 
McBride, 
Peter F. MeCool and William Hinch- 
berger of Butler and Michael Finnegan 
of Pittsburg. 
Ev ery oil man in Butler is congrat­ 
ulating ' Spotty” McBride, who for 20 
years 
has 
been

fortune’s 
gamut, sometimes well off. but mostly 
jK» or and in hard luck from dry holes, 
sick ness, accidents, fires or business 
failures. 
Two years ago he was sell­ 
ing potato peelers In the street to sup­ 
port his family. 
The well is about a 
utile northeast of the Huselton strik e 
of last year and is in old territory.
